Among the changes brought to the 
land in summer are the sights, 
sounds and smells of frenzied con- 
struction. 

Summer is prime time for the New 
England building industry. With 
long winters and rainy springs swal- 
lowing a large portion of the cal- 
endar, land developers make up for 
lost time by pitching their work 
crews headlong into projects nego- 
tiated and approved during the win- 
ter months.

The following is a rundown on the 
current status of the seven compre- 
hensive permits to build issued in 
Andover. 

Summer Street—Originally asking 
for 36 townhouses on seven acres of 
land off Summer Street, the two 
principal landowners have reached 
an agreement with the town. 

In exchange for five-and-one-half 
acres of open space, the town has 
agreed to allow two single family 
homes each to Paul Bruk and Ever- 
ett Dearborn. The four lots are lo- 
cated on the perimeter of the land 
near Summer and Elm streets. 

Dundee Place—The applicants of 
this proposed 75-unit subdivision lo- 
cated off Essex Street have decided 
the project is not economically feasi- 
ble, said Steve Colyer, town physical 
planner, who indicated that Jordan 
Burgess and Philip Singleton are 
now trying to sell the property. 

Whether the comprehensive per- 
mit will survive as part of the pack- 
age is in doubt. Whether it is even 
currently valid is also uncertain.

Woman’s Place Is In The Home —Which She Built 


By Julie M. Barry 


There’s more to building a house than 
meets the eye. Someone has to select a lot 
and hire and oversee subcontractors such 
as electricians, carpenters, cement 
pourers and frame builders. 

The person in charge of these tasks, a 
general contractor, must be licensed by 
the state. And usually this person is a 
man. 


But one local construction company, 
Doherty & Sons Construction, is unique. It 
is run by a woman. Josette Burzlaff is co- 
owner of the company. Her partner, 
Vincent Doherty, is the financial backing, 
but Burzlaff runs the show. 

Being a contractor, ‘‘you don’t 
physically do labor, but you have to be on 
the job site on a daily basis, telling the 
subcontractors what they’re supposed to 
be doing and how they should be doing 
it,’ Burzlaff said. 


Involvement with quality control at 
every phase of construction is another 
responsibility, she said. 

She hires and oversees all employees. 
Currently, her company is working on a 
two-year project involving 19 single 
family homes in Andover, ranging in 
price from $400,000 to $500,000. 


Every single phase of construction is 
done by a subcontractor and Burzlaff 
estimated that 30 people are involved in 
building a house. She says she hires the 
workers on an individual job basis. ‘‘I 
have full responsibility for any and all 
work they do,”’ she said. If, for instance, a 
state code is violated, it is Burzlaff who is 
responsible, not the workers. 

Is discrimination a problem for women 
working in a male-dominated business? 
“I’m fortunate that I haven’t run into 
discrimination,” Burzlaff said. But, she 
admits ‘“‘most people are surprised when 
we first meet.”’ 


Since she pays the subcontractors, 
Burzlaff says she doesn’t have a 
discrimination problem with them. ‘‘They 
want to work; they want to get paid,”’ she 
said. 

Burzlaff did recall a time when an 
employee doubted her capabilities. 


The man in charge of the first framing 
crew would only speak with Doherty, her 
partner. But, once the framer realized 
that she was knowledgeable about the 
business, he talked to her, Burzlaff said. 

Discrimination from other construction 
companies hasn’t been a problem either. 
Burzlaff says it’s because she is in 
competition with them. But she said she 
realizes that ‘‘a lot of other builders 
probably scoff at the idea of a woman 
contractor.’ This attitude subsides once

you prove yourself with a successful 
track record, she said. 

Doherty & Sons has grown over the past 
five years. Its first year gross of $1.3 
million jumped to a gross of $4 million to 
$5 million this year, according to 
Burzlaff. 

There are advantages of being a 
woman in the construction business, 
Burzlaff said. She says she gives the 
houses more of a personal touch. ‘‘When 
laying out a house, I’m going to approach 
it from the aspect of building it, but also 
living in it,’’ Burzlaff said. She said she 
decorates her model homes so future 
homeowners can see the finished product. 

She added that couples are starting to 
get into contracting. ‘“The trend, I find, is 
an awful lot of husband-wife teams 
getting into the business.” Burzlaff said 
the men handle the technical aspects of 
house-building, while the women provide 
a ‘‘feminine touch.” 
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Before she became a contractor, 
Burzlaff was a real estate broker. She 
said her experience as a broker helps her 
in her current job. ‘‘I think I know what to 
build, and by giving them the niceties, I 
think it satisfies them (buyers),’’ she 
said. 

The niceties she described as large 
open rooms, custom kitchens, sprinkler 
systems, central air conditioning and 
jacuzzis. 

Although noting that it’s rare for 
women to be in the construction business, 
Burzlaff says she doesn’t know why more 
women don’t get involved. 

“T love it because I get to start from 
scratch and watch it get finished,’ she 
said. 

As for her future, Burzlaff says she’s 
considering the possibility of building a 
home near Indian Ridge Country Club. 
‘It’s been one of my hidden desires to 
build a million dollar home,”’ she said. 
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‘Y’m fortunate that I haven’t run into discrimina- 
tion...(but) most people are surprised when we first 


meet.’

Price Of Lunch Goes Up 


By Julie M. Barry 


Kids who buy school lunches next year will have to pay 15 
cents more. The School Committee approved a price hike in stu- 
dent and adult lunches at local schools at their meeting June 28. 

It’s the first increase in five years at the Andover schools, and 
Richard Barron, director of School Food Services, says the new 
price is competitive with surrounding area school systems. 

Student lunches are increasing from 85 cents to $1; adult 
lunches, from $1.35 to $1.50. The price of a carton of milk re- 
mains 26 cents. 

The higher price is necessary due to the increase of labor and 
food costs, Barron said. 

Due to those increases the available fund balance is lower than 
usual. Typically, there is about $170,000 of available funds. Now, 
there is slightly less than $100,000. Barron explained that this is a 
dangerous level to work at because it’s less than six weeks work- 
ing capital. 

The Food Service Department of the Andover school system is 
self-supportive, and the total annual expenditures for labor and 
materials are about $600,000, according to Barron.

Recently two pieces 
of information in this field came cross my desk. One from the Massachusetts 
Public Interest Research Group tells about the Roosevelt packaging bill 
which, if passed, could help in reducing the amount of plastic used in 
packaging. It proposes placing a three-cent disposal fee on packaging of 
products intended for retail sale. A two-cent credit will be given if a package 
is made of recycled material, a one-cent credit if a package is made of 
recyclable material and a total exemption if a package meets both criteria. 

The belief is that the fee will discourage industries from using excessive 
packaging and the credits will encourage the use of recycled and cyclable 
materials in those packages that are produced. The bill will also expand the 
market for recycled products by increasing the demand for packages made 
of cycled or recyclable materials.

The second comes from the Center for Plastics Recycling Research at 
Rutgers University in New Jersey. Many projects about recycling plastics 
are underway there, for instance, recycling of high denisty polyethylene 
milk bottles, utilization of co-mingled plastics diverted from municipal solid 
wastes (plastics collected for recycling before incineration), evaluation of 
collections systems of plastic and studies of motivation deemed necessary to 
get public cooperation in this area and collections systems suitable for 
plastic recycling. 

Financial and market analysis for recycled plastics is being conducted in 
New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania. Computer program tools are 
being designed to facilitate the knowledge of the economics of collection 
systems for plastics considering such variables as mandatory curbside 
collection, treatment procedures and transportation systems.

Planners To Take ‘Living 
Master Plan’ On Road 


By Frank Messina 


The Andover “‘living master plan’”’ is 
probably what you’d call the Andre the 
Giant of town documents. 

We’re talking large. From cover to 
cover, this big boy stretches about six 
inches high and weighs in the neighbor- 
hood of a hefty six pounds. 

Sounds like a pleasant Sunday morning 
read, something to turn to after polishing 
off the Sunday papers, eh? 

But the town master plan is also big as 
in important. 

No other document in town hall so 
drastically affects the short and long 
term quality of life as the master plan. It 
is, simply put, the physical and philosoph- 
ical blueprint for the town. 

Yet, ask yourself a couple of questions. 
Do you know anything about the town 
master plan? How old it is? What it says 
about current land use policy or future 
population growth plans? 


Nancy Jeton, town planner, and others 
were concerned with the questions being 
raised in recent town meetings that 
showed a lack of knowledge about its ba- 
sic policies. When, at this spring’s Town 
Meeting, one citizen spoke about And- 
over’s eventual expansion to a 100,000 
population level (the actual projected 
maximum population is 45,000 to 55,000), 
Jeton decided to take action. 

“Hearing that, a light went off in my 
head,”’ she said. The best response was 
obviously to embark on some type of edu- 
cation program, but recent Andover his- 
tory has shown that public educational 
meetings, like last year’s AIDS confer- 


Shuman Leaves Collins Center 


John Shuman, co-managing director of 
the J. Everett Collins Center for the Per- 
forming Arts since it opened in Septem- 
ber 1983, left his position July 1.

“When we began managing the Collins 
Center, we had a specific mission and 
specific goals that we wanted to accomp!- 
ish,” Shuman said. ‘“‘Our mission was to 
foster and encourage an appreciation of 
the performing arts for the citizens of 
Andover and the surrounding Merrimack 
Valley communities.

So, it was decided that this time, town 
hall would take the classroom to the stu- 
dents. 

Starting in the fall, members of the 
planning staff and planning board will go 
to several community groups and speak 
about the master plan. “We call it our 
‘road show,’”’ said Jeton. 

By then, the staff will have in hand a 
simplified summary of the master plan in 
hopes of making an educational trip 
through the document seem less like a 
forced 20-mile hike. 

‘Here we are on a sort of public rela- 


tions.campaign,”’ said Jeton. “‘I hope it’s 


positive. I think what we’re saying to peo- 
ple is that we’re coming to you...we want 
you to be involved.” 

The current effort stems from a major 
renovation of the master plan that began 
in 1982 with the Master Plan Task Force, 
a project in which over 100 Andover citi- 
zens helped to update policies that hadn’t 
been modernized since 1965. 

Incorporating pubtic input, the “Living 
Master Plan’’ concept was developed. 
Each year a planning member tackles a 
major area of the plan, such as commuter 
parking or the industrial district and adds 
his or her findings to the ever-revitalized 
document. 

The current educational outreach pro- 
gram began this week when Memorial Li- 
brary received a copy of the master plan. 

This summer, the planning staff will be 
laboring to refine the bulky package into 
the streamlined summary with the show 
scheduled to hit the road early next fall.

We in the Greater Lawrence area 
have one of the first and the most 
fully equipped regional vocational 
technical schools in the state. At pre- 
sent there are only five Andover stu- 
dents attending this school. The 
school committee should use its in- 
fluence more effectively in advising 
principals and guidance personnel to 
urge more students and their paren- 
ts to consider the Greater Lawrence 


Regional Technical High School as a 
viable alternative choice for those 
students not really ready for a regu- 
lar college. Let’s face the truth—all 
students are not college material.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Just when you thought you were 
making progress against prejudice, 
it mutates and rears its ugly head 
again.

Af- 
ter checking my pulse, I sit down 
and ask myself, “‘Self, do you think 
you should be ashamed of working 
hard and, after three generations of 
toil, being able to say you live in the 
town of Andover?”’ 

In less time than it takes to blink, I 
respond to my self ‘‘No! When my 
grandparents emigrated from Yugo- 
slavia in the 1920s they came to 
America with the dream of having a 
better life, did they show resentment 
towards anyone when the dream 
was shattered in the early 1930s by a 
wonderfully capitalistic thing called 
a depression? No! They perser- 
vered. They went to work as copper 
miners and seamstresses und goat 
ranchers and just about anything 
else that put food on the table and 
what did they tell their children? ‘Go 
to school, do not speak Serbian out- 
side of this house and give your chil- 
dren a better life than we have given 
you.” 

I look back on the many stories of 
hardships and labor and love that 
have gone into my being a part of 
the Andover community and I have 
no shame, only pride. As my

door and takes away ‘my fair 
share,”’ I feel contented to know that 
much of that money is used to help 
others achieve the same dream that 
I have followed these many years.

With Jeff Lembo, Chris Sintros and 10-year-old Howie Schlichting contrib- 
uting clutch performances at key times, the American League Red Sox 
swept past the National League Cardinals 10-2 and 6-5 in their best-of-3 1988 
Andover Major Little League (10-12 years) Town Championship series last 
week at Deyermond Park. 

This marked the second straight year the AL champion Sox and NL cham- 
pion Cards had clashed for the Town crown, and this was a measure of sweet 
revenge for the Sox who were edged out 5-4 in the rubber game of the ‘87 
series (the Sox won the opener, 8-7, and the Cards the final two 7-3 and 5-4). 

The two defending league titlists also met in the season opener for both 
last May, the Red Sox pulling out a 5-4 decision in that one. 

The Sox went on to post a 15-2 regular season record and 17-2 overall mark, 
sweeping the first and second-half AL championships after racing to 6-0 and 
8-0 records in the top-heavy league. 

The Cards had a more difficult struggle in the NL, breaking away from the 
bunched pack late in both halves and finishing with a 13-4 regular season 
ledger and 13-6 record including the Town series. 

Members of the champion Sox squad are 12-year-olds Chris Sintros, Jeff 
Lembo, Sam McLellan, Brian Firicano, Jon Iarrobino and Dave Charland; 
1l-year-olds Tim McGovern, Ryan Jacobson and Dana McCann; and 10- 
year-olds Ted Whitman, Rick Santagati and Howie Schlichting. 

Joe larrobino is the head coach of the Red Sox, with Nick Lembo and Neal 
McGovern the assistant coaches. 

The Cardinals’ roster includes 12-year-olds Brian Flanagan, Frank Mor- 
ris, Ricky Crispo, Jim Stratton and Bob McKetrick; 11-year-olds Todd Har- 
ris, Matt Blake, Paul Cassidy, Jeff Hesenius and Justin Connors; and 10- 
year-old Dave Schaefer. 

Jim Arnold is head coach of the Cards with Red Harris and John Murphy 
the assistant coaches. 


Red Sox, 10-2 


Righthander Jeff Lembo finished an outstanding season undefeated on the 
mound, firing a complete-game four hitter in the series’ opener to raise his 
overall record to a dazzling 10-0 (9-0 regular season). 

Lembo struck out eight, walked two and both Cardinals’ runs were un- 
earned. 

For the year Jeff crafted a pair of one-hitters, had a pair of 14- and 10- 
strikeout games, fanned 92 batters overall and walked 32. 

‘“Jeff was our No. 1 pitcher for three years,” said Iarrobino, ‘‘and I don’t 
think anyone would dispute that he was the top pitcher on both sides of the 
league this season.”’ 

Righthanders Todd Harris and Jim Stratton split the mound duties for the 
Cards, yielding 13 hits, whiffing five and walking two. ai 

The Gardinals inched ahead 1-0 in the top of the second inning when Strat- 


ton reached on an error, Bob McKetrick walked and Matt Blake ripped a 
two-out RBI single. 

The Sox bounced back with two runs in the bottom of the stanza. Brian 
Firicano walked, took second on Dave McCann’s sacrifice bunt, and scored 
the tying run on a single by Dave Charland. Consecutive misplays on balls 
hit by Tim McGovern and Rick Santagati chased Charland home with the go- 
ahead run. 

The Town champs made it 6-1 with four runs in the third. Jon Iarrobino, 
Lembo and Sam McLellan (RBI) singled for one run, Firicano laced a two- 
run single, and McCann’s infield out rescued Firicano who had moved to 
third on a wild pitch. 

The Cards’ second run against Lembo came in the fifth, Harris reaching 
second on a two-base throwing error and crossing when Paul Cassidy drilled 
a two-out single. 

The Sox put the game away with four runs in the bottom of the fifth. 

Firicano singled, took second on McCann’s fielder’s choice and raced 
home on a single by Charland. Ryan Jacobson belted a two-out RBI double, 
Chris Sintros was hit by a pitch, Iarrobino spanked an RBI single and Lembo 
did the same. 

Firicano, Charland, Iarrobino, Lembo and Jacobson contributed two hits 
each for the victors. Firicano and Jacobson were both a perfect 2-for-2, while 
Firicano and Charland collected two ribbies apiece. 

Blake and Cassidy delivered run-scoring hits for the Cards, Todd Harris 
legged out an infield single and Ricky Crispo slammed a double. 

Defensive standouts for the Sox were first baseman McLellan and cen- 
terfielder McCann, while Cards’ second baseman Matt Blake handled four 
chances flawlessly. 


Red Sox, 6-5 


As they have all season for the Sox, Dave Charland and Dana McCann 
split the pitching duties in the title-clinching victory. 

Charland, who finished with a 4-1 record, tossed three innings of two-hit 
ball. He fanned two, walked none and hit one batter. 

McCann, 3-0, mopped up with three frames of one-hit pitching, walking 
four (one intentional) and striking out three. 

Righthander Brian Flanagan went the distance for the Cardinals, permit- 
ting five hits, whiffing six, walking seven and hitting one batter. 

For the second consecutive game the Cardinals bolted to a brief 1-0 lead, 
scoring when Todd Harris singled and Flanagan hammered an RBI double. 

“Charland did a nice job getting out of this inning,’ said coach Iarrobino. 
“After the double he hit the next batter, but then worked free on a flyball out 
and strikeout.” 

The Sox responded with four runs in the top of the second, their third four- 
run uprising of the series. 

Charland was hit by a pitch to launch the rally. Walks to Ted Whitman and 
Rick Santagati loaded the bases for Howie Schlichting, and the diminutive 
lefty outfielder picked on a 3-2 pitch and drilled a gap-shot to right-cen- 
terfield for a clutch three-run double. 

Jon Iarrobino followed with a walk and Jeff Lembo made it 4-1 with a 
single plating Schlichting. 

The Cards fought back with a pair of runs in the third. Harris and Flana- 
gan were safe on errors. A throwing error on Cassidy’s sacrifice bunt scored 
Harris, but erased Flanagan at home on a perfect throw from Sox’ right- 
fielder Chris Sintros to catcher Iarrobino. 

Cassidy advanced to third base on the play and scored moments later 
when Crispo hoisted a sac-fly. 

“he Sox made it 5-3 in the top of the fourth. Sintros singled, stole second, 
took third on the catcher’s overthrow, and raced across when the cen- 
terfielder juggled the ball on the same play. 

The Cardinals battled back to a 5-5 tie in the home half of the fourth.

McCann then uncorked a wild pitch, with Stratton breaking for the plate. 
But Sox catcher Jon Iarrobino retrieved the ball and tagged Stratton out at 
home.

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Gold Breaks Hit Slump

Andover Gold broke out of its early-season hitting slump against the North 
Reading Braves, pounding out 15 safeties including a homerun, triple and 
two doubles en route to an 11-5 victory in Greater-Reading Suburban Pony 
League action last week. 

Outstanding pitching from Bill Batchelder, coupled with timely hitting by 
13-year-old Mike Sullivan, Jim Landry and Matt Orlando, also carried And- 
over Gold to a 7-5 victory over the Stoneham Cubs last week at Stoneham 


High. 

Gold, the GRPL champion in 1985 and ‘86, dropped an 8-5 decision to the 
Reading Rockets and belted the same Stoneham Cubs’ crew 12-1 in other 
recent games to improve to 4-1 overall. 

_ Batchelder has been phenomenal on the mound thus far, winning three 
games while striking out an incredible 34 batters in 17 innings. 

He opened the year with a complete-game, four-hit, 13-strikeout perfor- 
mance in a 12-2 victory over North Reading. 

His second appearance came in the 12-1 triumph over the Stoneham Cubs, 
where he pitched the first four innings and yielded one scratch single while 
striking out eight. 

In the 7-5 victory over Stoneham, Batchelder worked the final 2-2/3 innings 
and once again was overpowering. He fanned the first six batters he faced, 
surrendered a sharp single to centerfield, and closed out the contest by 
getting the last two Stoneham hitters on a pop to the mound and another 
strikeout. 

He had mop up duty against North Reading last Thursday, hurling the 
final three innings and striking out six. He did allow four hits, two walks and 
three runs, but all three runs were unearned. 

in addition to the 34 strikeouts, a 2.0 per inning average, Batchelder has 
allowed just 10 hits and two earned runs (0.83 ERA) in 17 innings. 

Batchelder is also hitting at a hefty .471 clip. 

Gold was scheduled to return to action last Tuesday night against intra- 
town archrival Andover Blue, the first of two meetings between the tradi- 
tional GRPL powers. This evening AG travels to Wilmington for a 6 p.m. 
game at the North Intermediate School field, and Saturday morning Gold 
treks to Stoneham High once again to face the Stoneham Tigers. 

Andover Gold, 11-5 
Mike Daley and Bill Batchelder contributed two hits and three RBI apiece as 
Gold hammered North Reading at the Andover High varsity field, complet- 
ing a season series sweep of the Braves. 

One of Batchelder’s safeties was a triple, while Bryan Smith belted a solo 
homerun and doubles were smacked by winning pitcher Matt Orlando (1-0) 
and Jim Hanning. 

Orlando worked the first four innings, scattering five NR hits, fanning 
three and walking two. Only one of the two runs he allowed was earned. 

Batchelder finished up with three frames of four-hit, six-strikeout relief. 

North Reading inched ahead 1-0 in the top of the first, but Gold tied it in the 
home half as leadoff batter Mike Sullivan walked, went to third when Orlan- 
do’s sacrifice bunt was misplayed, and scored on Batchelder’s basehit. 

John Kearney’s sac-fly gave the Braves a 2-1 edge in the third, and in the 
North Reading fourth Orlando worked out of a major bases-loaded, no-out 
jam with a pickoff and two strikeouts. 

The Gold bats came alive in the bottom of the fourth. Successive singles by 
Bryan Smith, Matt Daniels and Mark Hopkinson loaded the bases, and with 
one out Mike Daley delivered a go-ahead two-run single. Scott Halecki added 
an RBI single, and Daley scored the final run of the stanza by advancing on 
Jim Landry’s infield fly. 

In the Andover fifth Orlando started another four-run outburst with a dou- 
-le. He took third on a wild pitch and raced home on Batchelder’s infield out. 

Bryan Smith then clouted his long homerun to left-centerfield, and the 
score jumped to 9-2 after Hopkinson walked, Hanning lashed an RBI double 
down the leftfield line, and Daley slapped a run-scoring single. 

Batchelder fanned the NR side in the top of the sixth, and in the home half 
Jim Landry singled, Batchelder drilled an RBI triple, and Smith’s infield 
grounder was misplayed for the final Gold run. 

Batchelder again whiffed the side in the seventh, but two walks, two hits 
and a pair of Gold errors enabled the visitors to register three unearned 
runs. 

Daley, Batchelder, Orlando, Smith, Hopkinson and Halecki produced two 
hits each in the contest. 

Playing well defensively for the winners were centerfielder Hopkinson and 
leftfielder Hanning, both of whom made backhand catches on the run, and 
second baseman Halecki who had three assists and two putouts. 

, Andover Gold, 7-5 

Trailing 4-3 after three innings, Gold rallied for three runs in the top of the 
fourth and then let Batchelder slam the door over the final three frames at 
Stoneham. 

The AG fourth started innocently enough, with a strikeout, and there were 
two down with Peter Arthur at second base when rookie Mike Sullivan 
stepped to the plate. 

Lefty batter Sullivan drilled a game-tying RBI single to rightfield, igniting 


*. . the rally, and he scored the go-ahead:run moments later when Jim Landry

hammered a long triple to right-centerfield. Matt Orlando completed the 
uprising with a sharp single to center. 

Gold took a brief 2-0 lead in the top of the first. Landry walked, Bryan 
Smith singled, the pair worked a delayed double steal, and Smith later cross- 
ed on a wild pitch. 

Stoneham went ahead 4-2 after scoring two runs in both the first and sec- 
ond stanzas, but Gold got one back in the third as Smith walked, stole second 
and came across when Batchelder’s hard grounder to third base was mis- 
played. 

That set the stage for the three-run fourth, and the final marker came in 
the fifth when Batchelder walked, Mike Daley walked, Mark Hopkinson 
dropped a sacrifice bunt, and Matt Daniels singled sharply to centerfield for 
the insurance run. 

Landry led the eight-hit AG attack with 2-for-3, while defensively Matt 
Daniels was once again a standout at catcher. 

Reading Rockets, 8-5 
The Rockets snapped a 2-2 tie with three runs in the bottom of the second, 
snuffed out a Gold rally by gunning down a runner at the plate in the sixth, 
and hung tough for the victory at Morton Field in Reading. 

The umpires called the game after 5! innings because of impending dark- 
ness. 

The Rockets parlayed two walks and four singles into a pair of runs off AG 
starter Mark Hopkinson (0-1) in the bottom of the first. 

Gold tied it in the top of the second, however, with a hit batsman (Bill 
Batchelder) and single (Don Fraser) setting things up. 

Matt Daniels bunted the runners into scoring position, Batchelder raced 
home on a wild pitch, and Peter Arthur’s single rescued Fraser. 

Although relievers Jim Hanning and Bryan Smith combined to strike out 
the Rockets’ side in the second, Reading also came up with three more runs 
on just one basehit. 

AG issued five more walks, while Rockets’ complete-game winning pitch- 
er Tim Quinn contributed a bases-loaded, two-out, two-run single.
